For our part, few indeed are the amateur radio operators 
who don’t have a radio capable of receiving ‘public 
service" band broadcasts. When mobile, amateurs are 
ideally suited to serving as an added lookout in support of 
law enforcement. We can observe, we are trained 
communicators, we can notify. Most of us are quick to 
respond when hearing a radio call where our help may be of 
value, while still being careful to stay out of the way of the 
paid professionals 


I've been listening to people and reading a number of 
comments and eter in adi-letronic magzins of ae, 
hat I'm seeing, h ‘and reading indicates 
‘ecided breakdown ofthe "Neighborhood Watch program 
in areas where law enforcement has turned to "scrambling" 
itizens from knowing what their police are doing. 
ew citizens are willing to listen to what they often term as 
the" garbage" that comes out of their scanner when 
scrambling is used. First they tam it down, then they ten it 
off ~ and in doing so law enforcement loses citizen support 
in being on the lookout for lawbreakers. 


It appears not only are more and more citizens tuning off 
their scanner and quitting their interest in aiding police, it’s 
‘fact other lawmen who scan and then encounter 
scrambling may tum off that channel on their radios, thos 
lessening their readiness to respond when a call for help 
goes over the air. And many citizens soon become 
convinced they have "put 2 and 2 together" and that 
scrambling is used mainly to hide “donut runs" and “the

public safety messages from being heard by crooks with 
scanners, 


Now a national magazine reports the chief of police in 
Spencer, MA has ordered his officers to discontinue 
scrambling. ‘The reason: according to the chief, clear voice 
ansmissions help citizens with scanner cadios in their 
‘effort to assist police in the "Neighborhood Watch” 
program. Instead of discouraging citizen involvement in 
helping police, this chief chose to encourage everyone to 
listen in and heip.
